To do this, It 
asked for a 
surv ey of Berg er 
Hospital, its facilities, f u t u r e 
and needs. 
Ev erett W. Jones. Fort My ers 
Beach, Fla., was hired by the 
board to make a surv ey of the lo­ 
cal institution and report finding s 
to g uide the board in increasing 
the usefulness of the hospital. 
The report was released today 
by the board. It cov ers g eneral in­ 
formation 
about 
Circlev ille 
and 
Pickaway County , the Hill-Burton 
hospital plan for g ov ernment as­ 
sistance, and the present and fu­ 


ture possibilities of Berg er Hos­ 
pital. 
Recommendations by 
J on e s 
were g iv en to the board.

THE SURVEY was conducted 
between April 24 and September I, 
1958 . It has b^en rev iewed by the 
board and the hospital s medical 
staff. No direct action has been 
taken on the surv ey by the Board 
of Gov ernors to date, but some is 
contemplated. The medical staff 
has urg ed the Board of Gov ernors 
to act quickly in ex panding and 
improv ing facilities. 
The 
first 
recommendation 
by 
Jones is for the hospital 'to earn 
full accreditation by the National 
Joint Commission on Accreditation 
a l Hospitals. 
In this area of Oho only Berg er 
Hospital and Greenfield Municipal 


Ho sp ital are no t accredited. 
Seco nd su ggestio n was fo r an 
adeq u ate and co ntinu ing p u blic ed­ 
u catio n and relatio ns p ro gram . 
Third, the co mmu nity sho u ld at­ 
ing ro o m. 
tract a seco nd fu lly q u alified gen­ 
eral su rgeo n to the ho sp ital’s staff. 
The o ne q u alified su rgeo n o n the 
staff no w is “o bv i o u s l y o v er­ 
wo rked," acco rding to the rep o rt. 
Fourth, add about 25 beds to 
the hospital now, but plan for an 
ev entual 8 5-100 beds.

The su rv ey sho wed that Berger 
Ho sp ital serv es an area which in­ 
clu des Circlev ille and the immedi­ 
ate su rro u nding a r e a so mewhat 
sm aller than the retail trade area. 


Mo st o f the p atient* fro m areas 
o ther than Circlev ille co me fro m 
Kingsto n, 
Lau relv ille, 
Sto u tsv ille 
and Amanda, 
The su rv ey sho ws that the p res­ 
ent ho sp ital serv ice area inclu des 
26,500 p erso ns. It p redicts a serv ­ 
ice p o p u latio n o f 28 ,500 by 1966 and 
o f 31,000 o f 197 6 Tho se figu res are 
based o n the p redictio n the city 
will no t gro w at the rate o f o ther 
su rro u nding cities. 
Using a co nserv ativ e bed p o p u ­ 
latio n ratio o f 2.5 beds fo r ev ery 
1,000 o f p o p u latio n, Berger Ho e- 
p tal sho u ld hav e 66 beds at p res­ 
ent. the beds being o ccu p ied 7 5 p er 
cent o f the time. That sho u ld av ­ 
erage 49 to 50 p atients a day . 
The surv ey states that Circle­ 
v ille will attract one ar two 
y oung qualified s u r g e on s by 
1966, plus one or two specialists 
and sev eral y oung g eneral prac­ 


titioners. This 
would Increase 
bed needs to 3 or 3-5 beds for 
each 1,000 population. 
Jo nes sees the need fo r abo u t 85 
beds by 1906 Ile also reco mmends 
20 30 beds fo r lo ng term p atients 
by that time. 
In regard to lo ng term p atients, 
Jo nes finds that Circlev ille has an 
u nu su ally high nu m ber o f u p t>er 
age p erso ns. He also say s that o f 
the 61 nu rsing ho me beds in Cir 
clev ille, 15 are u nsu itable, as de­ 
fined by the Ohio State Ho sp ital 
Plan, the balance are term ed “ re 
p laceable” . 
The su rv ey ex p ert declares that 
it is likely there will be greater 
need fo r lo ng term betis in the fu ­ 
tu re and Berger Ho sp ital 
sho u ld 
p lan a lo ng-term u nit. The cu rrent 
need, he said, is no t fo r additio nal 
nu rsing ho me beds, bu t fo r rep lace­ 
ment o f ex isting beds in better fa

London Sees Cloud 
Lifting Slightly 


LONDON (AP)—Choking clouds 
of frig htening smog lifted slig htly 
from London today but still rolled 
their poisonous way across the 
rest of Britain. 
Londoftrs hoped that the break 
meant there would be no repeti­ 
tion of the “ y ellow death" smog 
that killed 12,000 persons in Bri­ 
tain in 1952. 
Enoug h fog was left, howev er, 
to slow all road and rail traffic. 
The capital’* airport, 20 miles 
from the city center, waa com­ 
pletely closed in. 
Dense smog settled on Manches­ 
ter, metropolis of the north. But 
a quick break in the Western ap­ 
proaches g av e ships the chance to 
run for Welsh ports. 
The peak of the 1952 smog waa 
reached after four day s. In Lon­ 
don 
alone 
4,000 
persons 
died, 
mostly because of sulphur fumes 
from factory chimney s. 
Ninety per cent of the v ictims 
then were older than 45 and al­ 
ready 
had heart or chest ail­ 
ments. Generally , healthy people 
suffered only minor throat irrita­ 
tions. 
Doctors warned today that old 
persons and patients should re­ 
main indoors. "If y ou do g o out, 
wear a mask or cov er y our mouth 
with a scarf," one adv ised.

caused 
major 
transportation tie-ups. Six ty ships 
were he'd up in the Thames Riv - 
eg . London Airport was complete­ 
ly shu t do wn. Gatwick Airport, 27 
miles south of central London, 
was one of the few major fields 
still o p en, and it was so busy with 
landing p lanes that none could 
take off.

CHICAGO (AP) - Traffic acc!- 
dents in the United States to o k a 
heav y to ll in 1958, bu t the nu m ber 
o f p erso ns killed, 37 ,000, was the 
lo west since 1954. 
The Natio nal Safety Co u ncil, re­ 
p o rting to day o n mo to r v ehicle 
accidents said it estim ates that 
1,300,000 
p erso ns 
su ffered 
crip ­ 
p ling traffic inju ries. 
The co st, inclu ding p ro p erty de­ 
stru ctio n, wage lo ss, medical ex ­ 
p ense and o v erhead co st o f insu r­ 
ance, was p u t at $5,400,000,000. 
"When y o u think o f the p rice 
we are still p ay ing fo r highway 
accidents in life and limb and 
mo ney ,” the co u ncil co mmented, 
“ there is little cau se fo r co mp la­ 
cency o r satisfactio n o v er the re­ 
du ctio n of the death to ll." 
The traffic death to ll o f 37 ,000 
was 1,7 00 lo wer than in 1957 and 
ap p ro x imately 
9 00 belo w the to tal 
o f 39 ,628 in 19 56. Thu s, the co u ncil 
said, the resu lt was a two -y ear 
sav ing o f 2,600 liv es, achiev ed in 
the face o f a fiv e p er cent increase 
in highway trav el fo r that p erio d. 
The 1958 death rate was 5.6 deaths 
fo r e v e r y IOO millio n v ehicle 
miles. 
In 21 o f the p ast 24 mo nths, the 
co u ncil said, the death to ll was 
lo wer than the sam e mo nth o f the 
p receding y ear. 
Desp ite the two -y ear do wntrend 
in fatality statistics, the death to il 
was ro u ghly eq u al to the 1950 p o p ­ 
u latio n o f Po rtsm o u th, Ohio , o r 
Newp o rt, R I. Last y ear’s death! 
o n the highway s were fo u r p er 
cent u nder the 38 ,7 02 in 1957 and 
sev en p er cent fewer than the 39 ,-

Ohio Asks U.S. 
Aid in Flo o ds 


$1 Vi Million Sought

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
federal go v ernment has been ask­ 
ed fo r I Mi millio n do llars to take 
care o f im m ediate and p ressing 
needs o f flo o d stricken cities and 
co u nties in Ohio . 
Go v . Michael V. DiSalle sent the 
req u est Thu rsday . 
He to ld civ il defense o fficials 
that the federal disaster relief 
mo ney will be do led o u t to lo cal 
go v ernments at a rate no t to ex ­ 
ceed 7 5 p er cent o f the minimu m 
dam age estim ate fo r p u blic p ro p ­ 
erty . The remaining 25 p er cent 
will be rev iewed later. 
The federal fu nds, to be adm in­ 
istered by the state, will take care 
o f initial req u irem ents fo r abo u t 
30 day s, the go v erno r said. 
The go v erno r’s sp ecial Cabinet 
co mmittee has figu red Ohio ’* flo o d 
dam age to p u blic and p riv ate p ro p ­ 
erty at mo re than 93 millio n do l­ 
lars. Of the to tal, mo re than 23 
millio n was in dam age to lo cal 
go v ernment p ro p erty . 
The go v erno r co nferred Thu rs­ 
day with Jam es R. Ticheno r, ad­ 
m inistrato r o f the Bu reau o f Un­ 
emp lo y ment 
Co mp ensatio n, 
and 
said these p o ints cam e o u t o f the 
discu ssio n: 
1. Ohio can get o nly abo u t 6 to 
7 millio n do llars in emergency u n­ 
emp lo y ment lo ans fro m the fed­ 
eral go v ernment between no w and 
Ap ril, when the p ro gram ex p ires. 
2. Last y ear, a p erio d o f re ­ 
cessio n, 27 5 millio n do llars was 
p aid o u t n state jo bless benefits, 
and co mp ensatio n is still go ing o u t 
at the rate o f 4 millio n a week. 
The benefit fu nd balance stands 
at 394 millio ns and is no t in jeo p ­ 
ardy .

ment benefits, bu t there is no rec­

4. DiSalle wo u ld like to see a 
liberalizatio n o f jo bless benefits 
inclu de mo re emp hasis o n the nu m ­ 
ber o f dep endents a wo rker has. 
An u nemp lo y ed wo rker with fiv e 
children no w o nly gets credit fo r 
two when he draws benefits.

LONDON (AP)—Choking clouds 
of frightening smog lifted slightly 
from Lon ion today hut still rolled 
their poisonous way across the 
rest of britain. 
Londoffrs hoped that the break 
meant there would be no repeti­ 
tion of the "yellow death” smog 
that killed 12,000 persons in Bri­ 
tain in 1952. 
Enough fog was left, however, 
to slow all road and rail traffic. 
The capital’* 
airport, 
20 miles 
from the city center, wa* com­ 
pletely closed in. 
Dense smog settled on Manches­ 
ter, metropolis of the north. But 
a quick break in the Western ap­ 
proaches gave ships the chance to 
run for Welsh ports. 
The peak of the 1952 smog was

4.000 
persons 
died, 
mostly because of sulphur fumes 
from factory chimneys. 
Ninety per cent of the victims 
then were older than 45 and al­

ments. Generally, healthy people 
suffered only minor throat irrita­ 
tions. 
Doctors warned today that old 
persons and patients should re­ 
main indoors. "If you do go out, 
wear a mask or cover your mouth 
with a scarf,” one advised.

America's Greatest Thief 


U. S, economists and economic statisti­ 
cians hav e organizations which held a joint 
meeting in Chicago the other day and had 
a g o at the p roblem of inflation. Points of 
v iew of m anagem ent and labor were ex ­ 
p ressed, but others looked straight down 
the middle for a solution to what is the 
leading domestic p roblem in most of the 
nations of the world. 
Dr. Gabriel Hauge, former Eisenhower 
aide, said Americans hav e been try ing to 
ov erp ay themselv es for what they p rodu< e 
and that there is a sore need for more light 
o n the wage-cost-p riee p rofit sequence. A 
New York banker p ut all the blame on 
•‘large and costly wage dem ands" which 
force p rices up . 
But one of the AFL-CIO economists dis­ 
p uted that p oint of v iew. He held that 
most wage p rice increases were the result 
o f sp ecial circumstances, such as craft 


conditions, instead of union-won wage in­ 
creases. 
Other s p 
e a k e r s grav itated between 
these two p oles. No determination 
was 
m ade as to which cam e first, higher wages 
or inflation. 
Prof. G ardner Ackley of the Univ ersity 
of Michigan asserted that both adminis­ 
tered higher wages and 
h i g h e r p rices 
p lay ed im p ortant roles and that monetary 
and fiscal p olicies were of limited v alue in 
combating inflation, 
It would be of adv antage to the national 
welfare if the economists began to make 
up their minds. They all know that infla- 
tion is A m erica’s greatest tibet, constant 
Iv eroding the buy ing p ower of income. Un­ 
til recent Iv most of them hav e assumed 
that a little inflation is a good thing as a 
stimulant to keep boom times going. Now 
m ore and more of them are concluding 
that the medicine is only a slow p oison. 


Square Deal for Bonds 


At the American Cattlemen’s Associa­ 
tion conv ention in Omaha Richard W. Rob­ 
bins. a Kansas cattleman, introduced an 
i n t e r e s t i n g and significant resolu­ 
tion which dramatized the inflation m e n­ 
ace. 
“Holders of $42 billion of U. S, Sav ings 
Bonds, said Robbins, hav e lost ov er 50 p er 
cent of their sav ings in buy ing p ower This 
failure to p rotect p atriotic citizens stands 
a g “ a shocking indictment of the fiscal in­ 
t e g r ity of our gov ernment.’’ Most of these 
bondholders are those who can least afford 
to be wip ed out. esp ecially by the p olicy of 
a gov ernment they trusted. 
To get remedial action Robbins p rop osed 
that sale of Sav ings Bonds he susp ended 
until cost of liv ing stability is achiev ed, or 
that Sav ings Bonds issued after February 


1 carry an escalator clause on p rincip al 
and interest to giv e the holders returns 
adequate to meet further increases in the 
cost of liv ing. 
Just how does the gov ernment p rop ose 
to S to p the outflow of p rinting p ress money 
from the central hanking sy stem unless it 
stabilizes the cost of liv ing or guarantees 
p atriotic citizens a square deal for their 
bonds?
